[Claim 1] The information processor characterized by having the means for 
registering the attribute with a user, a means for making the technical problem 
corresponding to the registered attribute attain through the aforementioned terminal 
to the registered aforementioned user, and a means for making the user who 
attained the predetermined technical problem participate in a game through the 
aforementioned terminal through the terminal connected by the communication 
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network. 

[Claim 2] The information processor according to claim 1 characterized by having a 
means to perform processing which gives remuneration, to the user who attained the 
conditions beforehand decided in the aforementioned game. 

[Claim 3] The information processor characterized by providing the following. The 
means for registering the attribute with a user through the terminal connected by 
the communication network.

that each baseball team of two or more game players which participated in the game 
may be compared 

[Claim 7] The information processor which is characterized by providing the 
following and which makes two or more users participate in a baseball game through 
two or more terminals. The player for an attack of the number who exceeds the 
predetermined number of each defense frame of an infielder, an outfielder, and a 
catcher at least as a registration player who constitutes the baseball team for 
simulations, respectively. The registration player Records Department which enabled 
it to record the registration player arbitrarily elected by the game player out of the 
baseball player who has the registration player storing section constituted so that 
the player for defense who consists of two or more pitchers could be stored the 
whole registration player, respectively, and exists really in this registration player 
storing section.

respectively. It is constituted respectively corresponding to this appointment player 
storing section classified by date, the aforementioned player for an attack, pinch 
hitter s blow results, and the pitching results of the pitcher as the aforementioned 
player for defense The player results storing section classified by date constituted 
so that it could store as individual results according to registration player, 
respectively, It has the team results storing section classified by date constituted so 
that the team results which totaled these player results according to the section 
could be stored. The actual predetermined results of a game day by day of the 
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registration player who exists really appointed as this player results storing section 
classified by date by the game player With the results Records Department 
classified by date which enabled it to record the team results classified by date on 
the aforementioned team results storing section classified by date while enabling it 
to record on the basis of the conditions of the team minimum required minimum 
number of times at bat and the number of times of the team minimum convention 
pitching that 1 game was set up beforehand It is based on the total team results 
which totaled the aforementioned team results classified by date of the 
predetermined game day by day recorded on the aforementioned results Records 
Department classified by date, or the aforementioned team results classified by date 
over two or more games. The team record-against-an-opponent storing section 
classified by section constituted so that the team record against an opponent 
calculated according to the section could be stored, Each team record against an 
opponent according to section recorded on this team record-against-an-opponent 
storing section classified by section The waging-war score storing section classified 
by section constituted so that each baseball team of two or more game players 
which participated in the game might compare and this comparison ranking could be 
stored by score, respectively, The record-against-an-opponent Records Department 
with the sum total waging-war score storing section constituted so that the sum 
total score of the waging-war score classified by section recorded on this waging- 
war score storing section classified by section could be stored. 
[Claim 8] The information processor which is characterized by providing the 
following and which makes two or more users participate in a baseball game through 
two or more terminals. The player for an attack of the number who exceeds the 
predetermined number of each defense frame of an infielder, an outfielder, and a 
catcher at least as a registration player who constitutes the baseball team for 
simulations, respectively. The registration player Records Department which enabled 
it to record the registration player arbitrarily elected by the game player out of the 
baseball player who has the registration player storing section constituted so that 
the player for defense who consists of two or more pitchers could be stored the 
whole registration player, respectively, and exists really in this registration player 
storing section. The appointment player storing section classified by date which was 
constituted respectively corresponding to the constituted aforementioned 
registration player storing section so that it might store the whole registration player, 
and was constituted so that each appointment ranking of each defense position 
name as a regular given to eight players for an attack elected as day by day 
[ predetermined / game ] by the game player from these registration players, two or 
more pinch hitters, and a pitcher may be stored the whole registration player, 
respectively. It is constituted respectively corresponding to this appointment player 
storing section classified by date, the aforementioned player for an attack, pinch 
hitter's blow results, and the pitching results of the pitcher as the aforementioned 
player for defense The player results storing section classified by date constituted 
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so that it could store as individual results according to registration player, 
respectively, It has the team results storing section classified by date constituted so 
that the team results which totaled these player results according to the section 
could be stored. The actual predetermined results of a game day by day of the 
registration player who exists really appointed as this player results storing sect.on 
classified by date by the game player With the results Records Department 
classified by date which enabled it to record the team results classified by date on 
the aforementioned team results storing section classified by date while enabling it 
to record on the basis of the conditions of the team minimum required minimum 
number of times at bat and the number of times of the team minimum convention 
pitching that 1 game was set up beforehand The team results parallel storing sect.on 
classified by date constituted so that parallel storing of the team results classified 
by date according to section of a predetermined game day by day stored in the 
aforementioned team results storing section classified by date could be carried out 
one by one in order of the date, With the total team results Records Department 
with the total team results storing section constituted so that the total team results 
which totaled the team results classified by date according to section by which 
parallel storing was carried out one by one the whole section exception could be 
stored in this team results parallel storing section classified by date The team 
record-against-an-opponent storing section classified by section constituted so 
that the team record against an opponent calculated according to the section could 
be stored based on the total team results recorded on the aforementioned total 
team results storing section, Each team record against an opponent according to 
section recorded on this team record-against-an-opponent storing section 
classified by section The waging-war score storing section classified by section 
constituted so that each baseball team of two or more game players which 
participated in the game might compare and this comparison ranking could be stored 
by score, respectively, The record-against-an-opponent Records Department with 
the sum total waging-war score storing section constituted so that the sum total 
score of the waging-war score classified by section recorded on this waging-war 
score storing section classified by section could be stored. 
[Claim 9] The information processor according to claim 7 or 8 characterized by 
constituting the registration player name storing field classified into the registration 
player storing section of the aforementioned registration player Records Department 
by display of an infielder. an outfielder, a catcher, and a pitcher, and the affiliation 
professional baseball team name storing field of the player concerned, respectively. 
[Claim 10] The information processor according to claim 7 or 8 characterized by 
constituting the appointment player storing field classified by date which enabled it 
to store in the appointment player storing section classified by date of the 
aforementioned results Records Department classified by date the date storing field 
which stores a predetermined game day. and the position name elected from 
registration players day by day [ predetermined / game ] and appointment ranking.

[Claim 18] The information-processing method which is equipped with the step for 
making a user choose a company or a prize, and the game step for making the user 
who chose the company or the prize participate in a game through the 
aforementioned terminal through the terminal connected by the communication 
network, and is characterized by to display the badge about the company or the 
prize which the aforementioned user chose all over the screen of the 
aforementioned game in the aforementioned game step. 

[Claim 1 9] The information processing method characterized by providing the 
following of making two or more users participating in a baseball game through two 
or more terminals. The step which each user is made to correspond to an 
appointment position and appointment priority through the aforementioned terminal 
as each registration player who constitutes the baseball team for simulations for a 
real baseball player, and is made to register and change. The step which calculates 
the waging-war result between teams by processing containing the step which 
inputs the actual results of a game day by day about each aforementioned 
registration player, and the step added about each registration player of each 
aforementioned team until it reaches the predetermined team minimum required 
minimum number of times at bat and the number of times of the team minimum 
convention pitching in the results of the aforementioned practice according to the 
aforementioned corresponding appointment position and appointment priority. 
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[Claim 20] The information processing method characterized by providing the 
following. The step which displays the screen for registering people's attribute on a 
communication terminal. The step which displays the screen for a play of a game on 
the aforementioned terminal when the step which displays at least one side on the 
aforementioned terminal among the screen for a reply to the questionnaire 
corresponding to the registered aforementioned attribute or a screen including the 
advertisement corresponding to the registered aforementioned attribute, and the 
point matched at least with one side among the replies or the advertisements to the 
aforementioned questionnaire fulfill the predetermined criteria. 
[Claim 21] In the record medium which recorded the software for information 
processing which processes information by controlling a computer As opposed to 
the user who the software made receive registration of the attribute with a user 
through the terminal connected to the aforementioned computer by the 
communication network, and was registered The reply to the questionnaire 
corresponding to the attribute registered through the aforementioned terminal, Or 
make at least one side attain as a technical problem among perusal of the 
advertisement corresponding to the registered attribute, and the aforementioned 
user is received. The record medium which recorded the software for information 
processing characterized by making it participate in a game through the 
aforementioned terminal according to the score which was made to give the score 
according to the attained aforementioned technical problem, and was able to give 
the user who attained the predetermined- technical problem. 
[Claim 22] The information processor characterized by having a means for 
registering the user who purchased predetermined goods through the terminal 
connected by the communication network, and a means for making the registered 
aforementioned user participate in a game through the aforementioned terminal. 
[Claim 23] The information processing method characterized by including the step 
for registering the user who purchased predetermined goods through the terminal 
connected by the communication network, and the step for making the registered 
aforementioned user participate in a game through the aforementioned terminal. 
[Claim 24] It is the record medium which set to the record medium which recorded 
the software for information processing which processes information by controlling a 
computer, and recorded the software for information processing characterized by for 
the software to make the aforementioned user who was made to register the user 
who purchased predetermined goods to the aforementioned computer through the 
terminal connected by the communication network, and was registered participate in 
a game through the aforementioned terminal.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention is made to perform 
effective marketing doubled with the attribute for every customer to a low cost 
about improvement of the technology of information processing. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In recent years, communication networks, such as the 
Internet, are spreading widely with development of digital-communications 
technology. Especially the Internet is an extensive and bidirectional communication 
network, offers various leisurely contents (content of information), practical 
contents, etc. which lengthen many people's interest, or serves as an effective 
means to offer information-interchange meanses, such as an E-mail and a 
newsgroup, among many people. For this reason, about the Internet, the importance 
and spread range are increasing explosively and a role of a future near central 
information system base is expected. 

[0003] Moreover, the Internet is widely utilized increasingly as a means of a 
questionnaire or marketing called an advertisement in relation to such importance, 
various contents, etc. 

[0004] By the way, in the conventional questionnaire, the group set as a setup for 
the purpose of investigation and for [ of the question method / creation or for 
investigation ] was specified, and it chose for the sample group considered to be 
suitable out of such a group, and by carrying out the motivation of the sample by 
remuneration, such as a premium, I had the questionnaire answered, the average as 
a group or the average opinion was analyzed, and it was using for product 
development etc. Moreover, also in the conventional advertisement, the target group 
was specified, stimulated the average thinking, interest was lengthened, and an 
advertisement which affects it was created and shown. 

[0005] "Field" Such the conventional questionnaire and the advertising technique 
corresponded to the so-called mass marketing, and were what is got blocked, 
regards as a "group", develops a product, service, etc. based on the average opinion 
of the group, or presents an advertisement about the customer. In addition, a 
questionnaire and an advertisement are named "marketing" generically below. 
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[0006] By the way, as amusement which lengthens many peoples interest, various 
kinds of games containing a video game machine etc. are calling popularity, and 
especially, it is proud of solid popularity until it results now from development of a 
digital technique or before, since a baseball game has many enthusiastic baseball 
fans. 

[0007] The conventional baseball game was a game which the game player itself 
serves as a baseball player on a game board, and shakes a die, competes for victory 
or defeat by eye the appearance, or actually throws or hits a sphere on display 
(display), such as the CRT screen, using a baseball players player name, the 
character, the results of each player s past, etc. which were included in a game 
board top or the software of a video game machine, and which exist really, and 
competes for victory or defeat. 
[0008] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, there were the following 
troubles in the above conventional technology. First, in order to be in goods or the 
saturation state of service and to attain differentiation by these selves, the effect of 
the technology of the above conventional marketing was inadequate [ the latest 
commercial scene ]. 

[0009] That is, under the economic environment by which goods and service spread 
round to some extent, and matured, if it provides after the war unlike a revival term 
or the economic development way, it does not necessarily sell. For this reason, in 
order are [ truly ] helpful to a need person and to lengthen sales and profits, it is 
indispensable to offer characteristic goods and characteristic service which are 
certainly needed from a specific customer layer with a certain common attribute, 
and to attain other differentiation. 

[0010] since the customer group was regarded as the public (mass) and it was based 
on the opinion and interest as those averages with the technology of the above 
marketing, carrying out a deer, and it was differentiated, it was difficult to obtain the 
data of a specific customer layer Since similarly the advertisement made based on 
the average would be shown by the technique of the conventional advertisement, it 
was difficult to narrow down the need person layer used as an advertising target, 
and there was a problem of being hard to determine the point which should be 
emphasized, the method of the expression, etc. also in advertizing the product of the 
other company, and the differentiated feature. 

[0011] Moreover, with the technology of the above conventional marketing, there 
was a trouble that the cost for having a customer cooperate in a questionnaire or 
advertising perusal was large. That is, in questionnaire operation, one of the crucial 
points is the motivation for making the customer who becomes a sample answer to a 
questionnaire, and the degree of charm of the remuneration obtained by reply is the 
most important element for a respondent side. For this reason, in order to have 
more customers reply to a questionnaire exactly by higher frequency, it is most 
effective to raise the degree of charm of this remuneration. 
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[0012] This point is the same also in respect of the motivation for having an 
advertisement perused, and the technique of being as appealing against premium 
free presentation within an advertisement **** [ and ] was used from the former. 
[ unifying practical information and an advertisement ] Moreover, the example which 
offers an Internet free connection service etc. to a questionnaire or advertising 
perusal is also known. 

[0013] By the way, the cost of such remuneration in marketing is directly reflected 
in a questionnaire or advertising operation cost, and if it depends in consideration 
[ direct ] which was illustrated above, it will cause increase of cost. On the other 
hand, by the technique of giving a premium only to a small number of person by the 
mechanical lottery out of a respondent for cost reduction, as a result of a 
customer s thinking that it does not hit mostly, the reaction to marketing tends to 
become inadequate. 

[0014] As mentioned above, in order to analyze not a customers common needs but 
the needs of a specific customer layer conventionally, the questionnaire by which 
custom-made ** was carried out based on a customers attribute was carried out, 
or the advertisement based on a customers attribute was shown, and the 
technology in which it could perform economically carrying out the motivation of the 
target sample further did not exist. 

[0015] moreover, the game player which performs the game to the last regardless of 
an actual baseball game as for the conventional baseball game — he became a 
baseball player, it changed and played, and victory or defeat were never For this 
reason, the results of a game were the fictitious things which the game player took 
out to the last, and relevance lacks in a touch of reality low, and they were 
unsatisfactory to the baseball fan. [ of the actual baseball game ] For this reason, it 
was more advanced for the enthusiastic baseball fan of these days called 100 million 
total supervisor, and looked forward to the technology about the high baseball game 
of battle nature potentially. 

[0016] Proposed in order that this invention might solve the trouble of the above 
conventional technology, the purpose is offering the record medium which recorded 
the technology, i.e., the information processor, the method, and the software for 
information processing of information processing which perform effective marketing 
doubled with the attribute for every customer to a low cost. Other purposes of this 
invention are more advanced, and are offering the technology of information 
processing of realizing the high baseball game of battle nature. 
[Means for Solving the Problem] 

[0017] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, the information processor of 
a claim 1 The means for registering the attribute with a user through the terminal 
connected by the communication network, It is characterized by having a means for 
^making the technical problem corresponding to the registered attribute attain 
"through the aforementioned terminal to the registered aforementioned user, and a 
means for making the user who attained the predetermined technical problem 
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participate in a game through the aforementioned terminal. The information 
processing method of a claim 1 6 is what caught invention of a claim 1 from the view 
of a method. The step for registering the attribute with a user through the terminal 
connected by the communication network, It is characterized by including the step 
for making the technical problem corresponding to the registered attribute attain 
through the aforementioned terminal to the registered aforementioned user, and the 
step for making the user who attained the predetermined technical problem 
participate in a game through the aforementioned terminal. Invention of a claim 2 is 
characterized by having a means to perform processing which gives remuneration, to 
the user who attained the conditions beforehand decided in the aforementioned 
game in an information processor according to claim 1 . The means forthe 
information processor of a claim 3 registering the attribute with a user through the 
terminal connected by the communication network, The reply to the questionnaire 
corresponding to the attribute registered through the aforementioned terminal to the 
registered user, Or the means for making at least one side attain as a technical 
problem among perusal of the advertisement corresponding to the registered 
attribute, It is characterized by having a means for giving the score according to the 
attained aforementioned technical problem to the aforementioned user, and a game 
means for making the user who attained the aforementioned technical problem 
participate in a game through the aforementioned terminal according to the score 
which was able to be given. The information processing method of a claim 1 7 is what 
caught invention of a claim 3 from the view of a method. The step for registering the 
attribute with a user through the terminal connected by the communication network, 
The reply to the questionnaire corresponding to the attribute registered through the 
aforementioned terminal to the registered user. Or the step for making at least one 
side attain as a technical problem among perusal of the advertisement corresponding 
to the registered attribute, It is characterized by including the step for giving the 
score according to the attained aforementioned technical problem to the 
aforementioned user, and the game step for making the user who attained the 
aforementioned technical problem participate in a game through the aforementioned 
terminal according to the score which was able to be given. Invention of a claim 21 
is what caught invention of claims 3 and 1 7 from the view of the record medium 
which recorded the software of a computer, and in which machine reading is possible. 
In the record medium which recorded the software for information processing which 
processes information by controlling a computer As opposed to the user who the 
software made receive registration of the attribute with a user through the terminal 
connected to the aforementioned computer by the communication network, and was 
registered The reply to the questionnaire corresponding to the attribute registered 
through the aforementioned terminal, Or make at least one side attain as a technical 
problem among perusal of the advertisement corresponding to the registered 
attribute, and the aforementioned user is received. According to the score which 
was made to give the score according to the attained aforementioned technical

problem, and was able to give the user who attained the predetermined technical 
problem, it is characterized by making it participate in a game through the 
aforementioned terminal. In this invention, on condition that the reply to a 
questionnaire and advertising perusal according to the attribute of a user, it 
becomes possible by making a user participate in the game of a game etc. as the 
remuneration to carry out effective marketing doubled with the attribute for every 
customer by the low cost to many customers. Especially, in invention of a claim 2, 
laborsaving is attained by performing automatically the processing which gives 
remuneration, for example, dispatch of a prize, grant of the participating right to the 
game on and after next time, sending of cybermoney, etc. to a champion etc. 
[0018] The information processor of a claim 4 is equipped with the means for making 
a user choose a company or a prize, and the game means for making the user who 
chose the company or the prize participate in a game through the aforementioned 
terminal through the terminal connected by the communication network, and the 
aforementioned game means is characterized by to be constituted so that the badge 
about the company or the prize which the aforementioned user chose may display all 
over the screen of the aforementioned game. The information processing method of 
a claim 18 is what caught invention of a claim 4 from the view of a method. The step 
for making a user choose a company or a prize through the terminal connected by 
the communication network, It has a game step for making the user who chose the 
company or the prize participate in a game through the aforementioned terminal, and 
is characterized by displaying the badge about the company or prize which the 
aforementioned user chose all over the screen of the aforementioned game in the 
aforementioned game step. In invention of claims 4 and 18, the effect of advertising 
excellent in the low cost is obtained by so to speak displaying the mark of the 
company or prize which the user chose all over the screen of a game like a 
sponsor s mark. 

[0019] In the information processor with which invention of a claim 5 makes two or 
more users participate in a baseball game through two or more terminals The means 
which each user is made to correspond to an appointment position and appointment 
priority through the aforementioned terminal as each registration player who 
constitutes the baseball team for simulations for a real baseball player, and is made 
to register and change, A means to input the actual results of a game day by day 
about each aforementioned registration player, By processing containing the step 
which adds the results of the aforementioned practice about each registration player 
of each aforementioned team according to the aforementioned corresponding 
appointment position and appointment priority until it reaches the predetermined 
team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the number of times of 
the team minimum convention pitching It is characterized by having a means to 
calculate the waging-war result between teams. Invention of a claim 1 9 is what 
caught invention of a claim 5 from the view of a method. In the information 
processing method of making two or more users participating in a baseball game

simulations for a real baseball player, and is made to register and change, The step 
which inputs the actual results of a game day by day about each aforementioned 
registration player, By processing containing the step which adds the results of the 
aforementioned practice about each registration player of each aforementioned team 
according to the aforementioned corresponding appointment position and 
appointment priority until it reaches the predetermined team minimum required 
minimum number of times at bat and the number of times of the team minimum 
convention pitching It is characterized by including the step which calculates the 
waging-war result between teams. About how team results are especially made high 
by enabling change of a player s appointment position and priority every day by 
invention of claims 5 and 19, each user can use free individual command and can 
enjoy a game. Moreover, fair waging war in a simulation is attained by comparing the 
superiority or inferiority of many and unspecified teams under the same conditions 
of the team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the number of 
times of the team minimum convention pitching. In addition, although the sequence 
and the algorithm which calculate team results and a waging-war result are free 
from results, such as a players attack and pitching, typically, it is the sequence 
which combined the total, the total, etc. suitably a section exception and the date 
exception, and total, conversion of a score, ranking and ranking, and a score, etc. are 
performed. Moreover, the input of the actual results about each player can also be 
incorporated via networks, such as the Internet, as data files, such as for example, 
text form. 

[0020] The screen for a reply to the step which displays the screen for the 
information processing method of a claim 20 registering people's attribute on a 
communication terminal, and the questionnaire corresponding to the registered 
aforementioned attribute, Or the step which displays at least one side on the 
aforementioned terminal among screens including the advertisement corresponding 
to the registered aforementioned attribute, When the point matched at least with 
one side among the replies or advertisements to the aforementioned questionnaire 
fulfills the predetermined criteria, it is characterized by including the step which 
displays the screen for a play of a game on the aforementioned terminal. Invention of 
a claim 20 is what caught this invention from the point of the contents of a terminal 
side-plane display, and in this case, even if the installation of a server is outside the 
country, it serves as a mode of domestic operation of this invention only in the 
combination of a screen display in a terminal. 

[0021] In the information processor with which invention of a claim 6 makes two or 
more users participate in a baseball game through two or more terminals With the 
player for an attack of the number who exceeds the predetermined number of each 
defense frame of an infielder, an outfielder, and a catcher at least as a registration 
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player who constitutes the baseball team for simulations, respectively The player for 
defense who consists of two or more pitchers out of the baseball player who exists 
really, respectively Record the registration player arbitrarily elected by the game 
player, and are elected as day by day [ predetermined / game ] by the game player 
from each recorded aforementioned registration players. Each defense position name 
as a regular given to eight players for an attack, And each appointment ranking of 
two or more pinch hitters and a pitcher is recorded the whole registration player, 
respectively. For each [ which was elected by the game player ] registration player 
of every, day by day [ predetermined / game ] The aforementioned player for an 
attack, pinch hitters blow results, and the pitching results of the pitcher as the 
aforementioned player for defense On the basis of the conditions of the team 
minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the number of times of the 
team minimum convention pitching that 1 game was set up beforehand The team 
results classified by date which recorded as individual results according to 
registration player, respectively, and totaled these player results according to the 
section, The total team results which totaled the team results classified by date 
over two or more games the whole section exception, the team record against an 
opponent classified by section based on total team results, and ## — pass at least 
one total inside — it is characterized by being constituted so that each baseball 
team of two or more game players which participated in the game may be compared 
[0022] moreover, in the baseball supervisor simulation game performed in this 
invention With the player for an attack of the number who exceeds the 
predetermined number of each defense frame of an infielder, an outfielder, and a 
catcher at least as a registration player who constitutes the baseball team for 
simulations, respectively It has the registration player storing section constituted so 
that the player for defense who consists of two or more pitchers could be stored 
the whole registration player, respectively. With the registration player Records 
Department which enabled it to record the registration player arbitrarily elected by 
the game player out of the baseball player who exists really in this registration 
player storing section It is constituted respectively corresponding to the 
aforementioned registration player storing section constituted so that it could store 
the whole registration player. Are elected as day by day [ predetermined / game ] by 
the game player from these registration players. The appointment player storing 
section classified by date constituted so that each appointment ranking of 
description of each defense position name as a regular given to eight players for an 
attack and one designated hitter, two or more pinch hitters, and a pitcher could be 
stored the whole registration player, respectively, It is constituted respectively 
corresponding to this appointment player storing section classified by date, the 
aforementioned player for an attack, pinch hitter's blow results, and the pitching 
results of the pitcher as the aforementioned player for defense The player results 
storing section classified by date constituted so that it could store as individual 
results according to registration player, respectively, It has the team results storing 
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section classified by date constituted so that the team results which totaled these 
player results according to the section could be stored. The actual predetermined 
results of a game day by day of the registration player who exists really appointed as 
this player results storing section classified by date by the game player With the 
results Records Department classified by date which enabled it to record the team 
results classified by date on the aforementioned team results storing section 
classified by date while enabling it to record on the basis of the conditions of the 
team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the number of times of 
the team minimum convention pitching that 1 game was set up beforehand The team 
results parallel storing section classified by date constituted so that parallel storing 
of the team results classified by date according to section of a predetermined game 
day by day stored in the aforementioned team results storing section classified by 
date could be carried out one by one in order of the date, With the total team 
results Records Department with the total team results storing section constituted 
so that the total team results which totaled the team results classified by date 
according to section by which parallel storing was carried out one by one the whole 
section exception could be stored in this team results parallel storing section 
classified by date The team record-against-an-opponent storing section classified 
by section constituted so that the team record against an opponent calculated 
according to the section could be stored based on the total team results recorded 
on the aforementioned total team results storing section, Each team record against 
an opponent according to section recorded on this team record-against-an- 
opponent storing section classified by section The waging-war score storing section 
classified by section constituted so that each baseball team of two or more game 
players which participated in the game might compare and this comparison ranking 
could be stored by score, respectively, The record-against-an-opponent Records 
Department with the sum total waging-war score storing section constituted so that 
the sum total score of the waging-war score classified by section recorded on this 
waging-war score storing section classified by section could be stored was 
constituted in the record storing database. Say whether, according to this invention, 
it can make the strongest team that a game player appoints which player from a 
supervisors position from a supervisor's viewpoint. The baseball simulation game 
which competes for the analysis capacity and the command force as a supervisor 
can be performed freely at home. The being close to actual supervisor baseball 
supervisor simulation game for it being more advanced and performing the high 
baseball simulation game of battle nature can be offered by using the player who 
appointed and its results on real time. It competes with an actual player for this 
baseball simulation game offered by this invention on real time from the position as a 
supervisor using the results, and it can be said to the enthusiastic baseball fan 
called 100 million total supervisor as a long-awaited thing for a baseball fan. 
[0023] Moreover, according to this invention, since it is very complicated to record 
an appointment player s results changed every day, or to total and it is troublesome 
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in performing the above-mentioned baseball simulation game, the technology in 
which this can be performed efficiently and easily can be offered. 
[0024] And in the registration player storing section of the aforementioned 
registration player Records Department, the registration player name storing field 
classified by display of an infielder, an outfielder, a catcher, and a pitcher and the 
affiliation professional baseball team name storing field of the player concerned were 
constituted, respectively. As described above, the player for defense who consists 
of an infielder, an outfielder, a player for an attack of the number that exceeds the 
predetermined number of each defense frame of a catcher, respectively, and two or 
more pitchers at least as a registration player who constitutes the baseball team for 
simulations is registered into this registration player storing section. For example, a 
total of 30 persons of 14 pitchers are registered as eight infielders, six outfielders, 
two catchers, and players for defense as a player for an attack. 
[0025] Moreover, the appointment player storing field classified by date which 
enabled it to store in the appointment player storing section classified by date of the 
aforementioned results Records Department classified by date the date storing field 
which stores a predetermined game day, and the position name elected from 
registration players day by day [ predetermined / game ] and appointment ranking 
was constituted, respectively. In this appointment player storing section classified by 
date, with a game player, as the aforementioned player for an attack An infielder, 
four infielders out of an outfielder and the registration player registered according to 
each defense frame of a catcher (the first — ) Eight regulars who can give eight 
defense positions according to each defense frame of second, short-circuit, a third 
base, three outfielders (a light, a pin centerjarge, left), and one catcher are elected. 
One designated hitter who stored each defense position name of eight elected 
regulars, and was elected regardless of the defense frame from the aforementioned 
players for an attack other than the eight elected aforementioned regulars is stored. 
A total of nine persons of the eight aforementioned regulars and one designated 
hitter were made into the regular batter, the remaining players for an attack who 
were not chosen as the aforementioned regular batter were considered as the pinch 
hitter, and two or more registered pitchers make all the members a regular pitcher, 
and stored each appointment ranking of this pinch hitter and a pitcher, respectively. 
[0026] moreover, in the player results storing section classified by date of the 
aforementioned results Records Department classified by date The number of times 
at bat and the number of hits which are a batter's individual results, the number of 
walks, the number of hits by pitch, the number of sacrifice flies, points, the number 
of RBIs, stolen bases, and the number of home runs, While constituting the player 
results storing field classified by date which is a pitcher's individual results and 
which enabled it to store the number of times of pitching, the number of earned runs, 
the number of strikeout deprivations, the number of victories and the number of hold 
save, the number of successful pitching, and the number of complete blockade, 
respectively The team results storing field classified by date which enabled it to 
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store in the aforementioned team results storing section classified by date the team 
individual results which totaled the individual results according to these players by 1 
team according to the section was constituted, respectively. And a player s results 
appointed as the basis of the conditions of the team minimum required minimum 
number of times at bat and the number of times of the team minimum convention 
pitching that 1 game was beforehand set up based on the results data of the 
appointed actual game of a player in the aforementioned player results storing field 
classified by date are recorded. And it adds until it adds in order of appointment 
ranking until the sum total number of times at bat becomes more than 30 times at 
bat or it about pinch hitters blow results, in making 30 times at bat and the number 
of times of the team minimum convention pitching into 9 times for the team [ of 1 
game ] minimum required minimum number of times at bat in order to perform a 
simulation correctly and impartially, surely using a regular batters blow results and 
still not fulfilling the required minimum number of times at bat, and a pitchers, 
pitching results also become the order of appointment ranking more than 9 times or 
it. The aforementioned team results storing field classified by date is the lower part 
(in the data structure of a tabular format, a line or the direction where the number 
of a train is large is said.) of the aforementioned player results storing field classified 
by date. Although it is the same in other parts of this application, the four-directions 
inversion of the data structure can be carried out, or it can also be divided and 
constituted in plurality. It is arranged where the storing field of the results according 
to each is adjusted. By adding data according to each, such as the number of times 
at bat recorded on the aforementioned player results storing field classified by date, 
and the number of hits, in the aforementioned team results storing field classified by 
date, the team results of the day are calculated easily and it can total. 
[0027] moreover, in the aforementioned team results parallel storing section 
classified by date of the aforementioned total team results Records Department The 
team results classified by date of the predetermined game day by day stored in the 
aforementioned team results storing section classified by date The date parallel 
storing field which could be made to carry out parallel storing in order of the date 
one by one up and down, and the team results parallel storing field classified by date 
are constituted, in the aforementioned total team results storing section The total 
team results storing field which was adjusted with the aforementioned team results 
parallel storing field classified by date down the aforementioned team results parallel 
storing field classified by date, and was formed was constituted, respectively. 
[0028] Moreover, the team record-against-an-opponent storing field classified by 
section which enabled it to store 1 1 sections of team career average, the team total 
on-base percentage, team total points, the number of team total RBIs, team total 
stolen bases, the number of team total home runs, the team total earned run 
average, the number of team total strikeouts, the number of team total victories and 
the number of hold save, the number of team total successful pitching, and the 
number of team total complete blockade in the aforementioned team record-

against-an-opponent storing section classified by section, respectively was 
constituted. In addition, near the aforementioned total team results storing section 
and the aforementioned team record-against-an-opponent storing section classified 
by section, each rate calculation formula of the batting average and the on-base 
percentage which are used in order to calculate the aforementioned team career 
average, the team total on-base percentage, and the team total earned run average, 
and the earned run average was displayed. 

[0029] Moreover, the waging-war score storing field classified by section which 
compares with the aforementioned waging-war score storing section classified by 
section each team record against an opponent according to section recorded on the 
aforementioned team record-against-an-opponent storing section classified by 
section by each baseball team of two or more game players which participated in the 
game, and enabled it to store this comparison ranking by score, respectively was 
constituted. 

[0030] Moreover, the sum total waging-war score storing field which enabled it to 
store in the aforementioned sum total waging-war score storing section the sum 
total score of the waging-war score classified by section recorded on the 
aforementioned waging-war score storing section classified by section was 
constituted. 

[0031] The information processor of a claim 22 is characterized by having a means 
for registering the user who purchased predetermined goods through the terminal 
connected by the communication network, and a means for making the registered 
aforementioned user participate in a game through the aforementioned terminal. The 
information processing method of a claim 23 is what caught invention of a claim 22 
from the view of a method, and is characterized by including the step for registering 
the user who purchased predetermined goods through the terminal connected by the 
communication network, and the step for making the registered aforementioned user 
participate in a game through the aforementioned terminal. A claim 24 is that to 
which invention caught invention of claims 22 and 23 from the view of the record 
medium which recorded the software of a computer. In the record medium which 
recorded the software for information processing which processes information by 
controlling a computer It is characterized by the software making the 
aforementioned user who was made to register into the aforementioned computer 
the user who purchased predetermined goods through the terminal connected by the 
communication network, and was registered into it participate in a game through the 
aforementioned terminal. By invention of claims 22-24, marketing, such as sales 
promotion, can be carried out at the outstanding efficiency about the user who 
purchased predetermined goods, such as campaign goods, by making it participate in 
the game of a game etc., even if it carries out neither reply to a questionnaire, nor 
advertising perusal. 
[0032] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] Next, the form (it is called an operation form) of two 
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or more operations about this invention is concretely explained with reference to a 
drawing. In addition, typically, each operation form is realized by controlling a 
computer by software, about the software in this case, an operation and effect of 
this invention are realized by the conventional technology also being applied if 
attached to the conventional technology and a common portion, and utilizing the 
hardware of a computer physically 

[0033] However, even when the storage which various ranges processed by the 
concrete realization mode of hardware or software or software were considered, for 
example, recorded such software and in which computer reading is possible is 
independent, it is the embodiment of this invention. For this reason, this invention 
and an operation gestalt are explained using the virtual circuit block corresponding 
to each of those functions. Moreover, in the explanation and drawing about each 
operation gestalt, about the portion which appeared in the explanation or drawing 
before it, the same sign is attached, for example and explanation is omitted. 
[0034] [The 1 . 1 st operation gestalt] 

[Composition of the 1-1. 1st operation gestalt] The 1st operation gestalt can also be 
first grasped about the information processing method (claims 16, 17, 19, and 20) 
performed the information processor (claims 1 , 2, 3, and 5) of this invention, and on 
it as a record medium (claim 21) which recorded the above software for realizing 
these. 

[0035] The composition of the information processor (it is called this equipment) in 
such a 1 st operation gestalt is shown in the functional block diagram of drawing 1 . 
that is, through the Internet i which is means of communications, it connects with a 
user s (it is also called a customer) communication terminal T, and, typically, this 
equipment is realized as another server which cooperates with such a Web server as 
a HTTP server (the so-called Web server) equipped with the CGI function etc. 
[0036] On the other hand, the type of a communication terminal T is a personal 
computer, a home video game machine, etc. equipped with browser software, and the 
IP connection to Internet i is dial-up connection and always [ to an Internet service 
provider (ISP) ] possible for it by connection etc. Moreover, naturally it is also 
possible to use portable remote terminals, such as Pocket Board and a cellular 
phone, the thing using the communication satellite, etc. as a communication terminal 
T. 

[0037] By such composition, an information processor S can perform the screen 
display of the request by each part which explains Web page data, such as HTML, an 
image file, and a script, below by transmitting to a communication terminal T on the 
display of a communication terminal T according to the information sent from a 
communication terminal T. 

[0038] That is, the information processor S is first equipped with the homepage 
Management Department W, the member Management Department 101, a 
questionnaire and the advertising presentation section 102, a questionnaire and the 
advertising total section 103, the point Management Department 104, and the game 
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statement part 105. Among these, the homepage Management Department W is the 
process which achieves the function of a Web server, a task, a process, a task which 
cooperate with a Web server, etc. 

[0039] Moreover, the member Management Department 101 is a means for 
registering the attribute through the terminal T connected by Internet i with the user 
who becomes a member, and manages a members customer information and various 
attributes (it is called attribute below), such as a name and the address. 
[0040] Moreover, a questionnaire and the advertising presentation section 102 are 
the meanses for making at least one side attain as a technical problem through 
Terminal T to the registered aforementioned user the reply to the questionnaire 
corresponding to the registered attribute, and among perusal of the advertisement 
corresponding to the registered attribute. Moreover, a questionnaire and the 
advertising total section 103 are meanses to total the result of these questionnaires 
or an advertisement. Moreover, the point Management Department 104 is a means 
to give the score according to the attained aforementioned technical problem to the 
aforementioned user, moreover, the score which was able to give the user to whom 
the game statement part 105 attained the technical problem — responding — the 
aforementioned terminal — leading — a game — it is a means for making it 
participate in a game here 

[0041] Among these, especially the game statement part 105 makes two or more 
users participate in a baseball game through two or more terminals T, and is 
equipped with the team Management Department 51, the player Management 
Department 52, the results data input section 53, and the player results 
Management Department 54. 

[0042] Among these, the team Management Department 51 is a means for making 
each user correspond to an appointment position and appointment priority as each 
registration player who constitutes the baseball team for simulations, and making him 
register a real baseball player, and making him change him through Terminal T. 
Moreover, about the name of the player who can use as a registration player, an 
affiliation professional baseball team name, and the player information of a 
photograph of his face, the player Management Department 52 is a means for the 
manager of for example, the information processor S processing addition, correction, 
deletion, etc., and a set of each [ these ] player information is called player list of 
names, and it is beforehand registered into the player information file 65. 
[0043] Moreover, the results data input section 53 is a means to input the actual 
results of a game day by day about each aforementioned registration player. 
Moreover, the player results Management Department 54 is a means to calculate the 
waging-war result between teams by processing containing the step added about 
each registration player of each aforementioned team until it reaches the 
predetermined team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the 
number of times of the team minimum convention pitching in the results of the 
aforementioned practice according to the aforementioned corresponding 
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appointment position and appointment priority. 

[0044] [Operation of the 1-2. 1st operation gestalt] The 1st operation gestalt 
constituted as mentioned above acts as follows. In addition, drawing 2 is a flow chart 
which shows the procedure in the 1st operation gestalt. 

[0045] [Outline of a 1-2-1. operation] With the 1st operation form, by holding the 
game using communication media, such as the Internet, it can assemble, many and 
unspecified participants, i.e., customer, and the database which records the result of 
a customer's attribute, a questionnaire reply, or advertising perusal etc. can be built 
easily and effectively from a wide band. Here, in the 1st operation form, the 
remuneration to a questionnaire reply or advertising perusal is a prize to the 
participating right and excellent person to a game. 

[0046] In addition, although a game is illustrated with the 1 st operation form as 
remuneration, if action and participation of players, such as a strategic change, 
strategic decision making, etc., are needed the participation to a game, and in the 
middle of a holding period, the contents are free [ remuneration is a game of a game, 
a contest, etc. which requires a fixed period, and ]. 

[0047] That is, since it is required for achievement of technical problems, such as a 
reply to a questionnaire and advertising perusal, to be surely needed, or to attain 
such a technical problem beforehand, and to collect the points when carrying out 
participation to a game and making [ not to mention ] a change of a strategy etc., it 
becomes possible to obtain certainly cooperation of the user to achievement of 
such a technical problem. In addition, although the prize which is remuneration is 
typically awarded to a participant according to the result of this game, a prize is not 
indispensable when the game itself, such as a game in which a popular character 
appears, is sufficiently attractive. 

[0048] Especially, with the 1st operation form, the homepage Management 
Department W can perform the exchange with users, such as operation of 
registration of member registration on real time, the participation about a game, 
change, etc., and an announcement of a result, by the communicative window and 
communicative bird clapper by the Internet. For this reason, a customer only 
accesses a predetermined homepage always for 24 hours, and can refer to as a 
result of team registration. 

[0049] [1-2-2. member registration] In the 1st operation form, the customer who 
wants to participate in the above-mentioned game needs to perform member 
registration including offer of individual information by operation of the member 
Management Department 101 first (Steps 2 and 3). In this member registration, the 
member registration screen constituted as a predetermined web page is accessed 
through a communication terminal T and Internet i, attributes, such as a name 
required for registration, the address, age, sex, an occupation, an annual income, and 
a hobby, are transmitted, and each transmitted attribute is accumulated at the 
member database 61 ( drawing 1 ). The member number and password required for 
login (Step 2) when determining the participation to a game and a strategy are 
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published after registration, and it is transmitted to a customer by the document or 
E-mail. 

[0050] Although people have various attributes, the various attributes are database- 
ized in advance in this way, and it is enabling it to search and it becomes possible to 
narrow down correctly the sample which should be made a questionnaire and an 
advertising object. Moreover, even if it is the same people, it is also possible by 
classifying from the different cut end based on the various attributes, or searching 
and using as a sample of the different meaning to save the time and effort which 
collects new samples for every marketing. In addition, drawing 3 is the conceptual 
diagram showing signs that member registration is performed, by CPU which realizes 
an operation of the member Management Department 101 of an information 
processor S in the 1st operation form. 

[0051] The [feature of a 1-2-3. member number] Although the form of the member 
number published by the above member registration is free, processing each 
members attribute by the program, changing into the identification code showing 
attributes, such as classification, as an example, and embedding for each digit of a 
member number is also considered. If it does in this way, since the member number 
itself will include many attributes of a customer, the processing which searches an 
attribute from a member number is omitted, or it becomes possible to be simplified. 
[0052] in this case — although the rule on which an attribute is displayed for every 
digit of a member number is set up beforehand — (1) — first, about the address, the 
code number of an all-prefectures unit is expressed numerically, for example, Tokyo 
is expressed as shown in "1", a smaller administrative district region is expressed 
with the continuing digit, for example, Chuo-ku is set to "A" etc. 

(2) Moreover, about age, as shown in "2", form a partition into a code number, if it is 
"1" and his twenties, if it is his teens. 

(3) Moreover, as for a male, the portion of the member number which continues 
further starts in "M" (Male), and make a woman start in "F" (Female) about sex. 

(4) Moreover, what is necessary is just to define regularity beforehand like in "C" 
etc., if it is a government official about an occupation, it is "K" and self^ 
management business and it is "J" and an office worker. 

[0053] If this example is followed, for example, an occupation will start in the 25- 
year-old male of Tokyo Chuo-ku living, and, in the case of a government official, a 
member number will start in "1 A2MK." Of course, in addition to this, based on the 
order of registration etc., it may usually pass along a member number, it may be 
published, without making an attribute reflect, and an attribute may be pulled out 
from what was stored in the member database 61 based on a member number. 
[0054] [The questionnaire based on the 1-2-4. attribute and advertisement] As 
conditions for the member registered in this way participating in a game, although 
the reply to a questionnaire and advertising perusal are needed (Step 4), these 
questionnaires and an advertisement are carried out by operation of a questionnaire 
and the advertising presentation section 102 according to the attribute for each 
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customer of every (Step 5). 

[0055] That is, although it is possible as a simple example to carry out the 
questionnaire and advertisement according to [, such as an age group exception and 
an occupation exception, ] attribute, it is also possible to carry out the so-called 
questionnaire of the one TU one by which the contents were further optimized by 
analysis based on a different attribute, sorting, etc. of the registered plurality 
according to each user, and advertising presentation. Here, drawing 4 is the 
conceptual diagram showing signs that presentation of the questionnaire according 
to the attribute of the member who logged in, or an advertisement is performed, by 
operation of the member'Management Department 101, and the questionnaire and 
the advertising presentation section 102 which are realized by CPU in the 1st 
operation form. 

[0056] What is necessary is to prepare for a questionnaire and the advertising 
material database 62 ( drawing 1 ) beforehand by making into a unit the minimum 
unit which are a questionnaire and an advertising composition unit, to make it 
complete as the questionnaire and advertisement by which custom-made ** was 
carried out, and just to show automatically by combining them based on a 
customers attribute and above precedence questions, in order to realize the 
questionnaire and advertisement which suited such a customers attribute. 
[0057] In this case, the example of a unit used as a composition unit can consider 
the Web page data which can consider about a questionnaire the drops box for 
choosing the question sentence and alternative which constitute for example, the 
screen for a reply, a text block, etc., and contain HTML for for example, advertising 
screens, an image file, etc. about an advertisement. Moreover, the list of the 
contents of a questionnaire corresponding to an attribute or advertisements may be 
beforehand expressed as a character string or a picture, and a thing interested in a 
user may be made to choose. Here, drawing 5 is the conceptual diagram showing 
signs that the questionnaire and advertisement which corresponded and are 
different for every attribute of a user are applied in the 1 st operation form. 
[0058] In addition, you may make it make a user's communication terminal T 
download each unit like a composition unit and a bird clapper, and the function to 
complete a questionnaire and an advertisement combining units, as client software 
united for example, with the game program. 

[0059] Moreover, drawing 6 is what shows notionally the example which combines 
the questionnaire which suited the attribute of the registered member in the 1st 
operation form, and an advertising unit. For example, corresponding to the point of 
"the number of customers being ten" as an example in "his teens" in the case of an 
"office worker", corresponding to the point which are marketing about a "body 
board", and an "office worker", marketing about "change of occupation" is put 
together, and it carries out. 

[0060] Moreover, as shown in the conceptual diagram of drawing 7 , from the result, 
several questions can be first performed as a precedence question, and a 
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customers attribute is narrowed down further, and a questionnaire or an 
advertisement can be created or it can also show. Of course, the question created 
based on this precedence question and a precedence question is created based on a 
respondent's attribute. Similarly, according to the reply of one question, you may 
show the following one question following it. 

[0061] Thus, the questionnaire and advertisement in the 1st operation form are 
aimed at the user group sorted out with the attribute, and can be carried out 
correctly and effectively. Moreover, a questionnaire and the advertising presentation 
section 102 distinguish the attribute, when a member logs in by such member 
number, it makes predetermined memory storage memorize the questionnaire and 
advertisement which are in agreement with the attribute specified by the operation 
client, and is made to carry out a screen display, when having embedded the 
attribute as mentioned above at the member number itself quickly according to a 
users selection. 

[0062] Then, it is totaled, the result of a questionnaire or an advertisement is stored 
in a questionnaire and the advertising result database 63, and a questionnaire and 
the advertising order Lord are provided with it. In addition, as a result of a 
questionnaire, the rate for every alternative besides each contents of a 
questionnaire reply etc. can be considered. Moreover, it is considered whether the 
user of what attribute besides data, such as the number of times as which the 
advertisement was clicked and displayed on the list screen as a result of an 
advertisement, perused with interest in the advertisement, or the link to the page in 
an advertising clients domain was further clicked on the advertising screen. 
[0063] [Grant of the 1-2-5. point] If the member who registered the attribute attains 
technical problems, such as a reply to the above questionnaires, and advertising 
perusal, the point Management Department 104 will give a member the point 
corresponding to it (Step 6). That is, the member to whom the point was given can 
influence the strategy change in the middle, the participation, i.e., the new 
participation, to a game, etc. using the point balance. That is, if there is the point of 
enough given and it is over the predetermined reference value (Step 7), the point 
which can participate in a game (Step 10) and game participation takes by operation 
of the game statement part 105 will be deducted from the point balance (Step 9). 
[0064] In addition, drawing 8 is the conceptual diagram showing signs that change of 
the participation to a game, the strategy in the middle, etc. is permitted to the user 
who replied to the questionnaire by operation of a questionnaire and the advertising 
presentation section 102, the point Management Department 104, etc. by the given 
point in the 1st operation form. 

[0065] Here, when the points are decided to be a questionnaire and an 
advertisement according to the grade difficulty and time and effort etc., for example, 
time and effort gives the low point to the high point and a thing without that right 
rather than it about this thing, cooperation of a user can be appropriately distributed 
to each questionnaire and an advertisement. [ the ] In order to participate in a 
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certain game in this case, when required 10 point, it is necessary to answer two 
questionnaires of five points once. 

[0066] It is thought that it is efficient to record on a user at the point corresponding 

to 1 to 1 at the member database 61 according to an attribute as for the given point 

although recording on a database, a file, etc. of exclusive use is also possible 

( drawing 1 ). Moreover, of course, collecting, when the time of there being time and 

mind are suitable typically although the reply to a questionnaire and advertising 

perusal were needed in advance, in case participation, strategy change, etc. in a 

game are made, carrying out reply to a shoes thing questionnaire and advertising 

perusal, collecting the points, and making it kick does not interfere. 

[0067] Moreover, an operation form which accepts the participation to a game 

whenever it performs reply to a questionnaire and advertising perusal to drawing 2 , 

as a dashed line shows is also possible. 

[0068] [Example of a 1-2-6. game] Next, a member shows an example of the game 
suitable for especially this invention as an example of the game which participates in 
an operation of the game statement part 105. Although it may not be limited to a 
game but an easy prize like before etc. is sufficient as it, the game which makes a 
part of remuneration to a questionnaire reply or advertising perusal here has the 
desirable thing of the property in which the positive daily participation and daily 
positive action by the player affect a result greatly, if it can do. 
[0069] It is a baseball simulation game, and as for the following examples, he stands 
on a position of a supervisor, and they choose the player whom he wants to register 
and appoint from real baseball players, and create and register a fictitious team. In 
this example, registration and change of new registration of a team and a player are 
made by operation of the team Management Department 51. For example, in team 
creation (it is also called team organization), according to a predetermined rule, it 
acts as the player of a self-team, the player considered to be able is registered out 
of the player list of names prepared beforehand, and the appointment position and 
priority are inputted. 

[0070] At this time, player information, such as a players employable name, is read 
from the player information file 65. Moreover, after being called team information and 
recorded on the team information file 66, the team name for every team, a 
registration player, the information about the appointment, etc. are managed when 
the team Management Department 51, the player Management Department 52, and 
the player results Management Department 54 interlock mutually. In addition, 
drawing 9 is the conceptual diagram showing signs that a team is composed of a 
customer doing player registration by operation of the team Management 
Department 51 etc. in the 1st operation gestalt. 

[0071] That is, each registration players appointment position, priority, etc. which 
constitute a team are changeable with an operation of the team Management 
Department 51 every day, and on the other hand, by operation of the results data 
input section 53 and the player results Management Department 54, since the player 
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of the actual existence corresponding to each registration player makes the results 
taken out with an actual game reflect in the results of a team, each user will 
compete for how team results are made high. In addition, drawing 10 is the 
conceptual diagram showing signs that a team is reorganized by operation of the 
team Management Department 51 etc. in the 1st operation gestalt because a 
customer makes a player change, and drawing 1 1 is the conceptual diagram showing 
calculation of total results when a player is changed. 

[0072] For this reason, a player must consider the tune of the real player who 
changes every moment every day, for example, must consider the appointment by 
the next game. Since performing this appointment effectively is the important point 
which wins this game, although a participant makes a player change, the point 
beforehand collected by perusal of a questionnaire or an advertisement or them is 
needed at this time. 

[0073] Moreover, about team information, when the member Management 
Department 101 and the team Management Department 51 interlock, reference of 
both directions to related information, such as searching the team which 
corresponds from a certain member number, or searching the member number which 
corresponds from a team, is possible. 

[0074] Moreover, if a game is started, the results data input section 53 will input 
daily actual results about each player registered into player list of names from the 
date. Although the manager of for example, the information processor S may perform 
this input by the handicraft etc., it is also possible to input data files, such as for 
example, text form and spreadsheet form, from the exterior by incorporating to an 
information processor S for example, by the Internet course. 

[0075] Then, the player results Management Department 54 is adding such actual 
player results on the basis of each participating team's position and appointment 
ranking of a registration player, until it becomes the team minimum required 
minimum number of times at bat and the number of times of the team minimum 
convention pitching, for example, calculates the team record against an opponent 
classified by section of 1 1 sections of each teams, such as team career average of a 
team, etc., compares all teams for each section, and gives the waging-war score 
classified by section. 

[0076] That is, the player for an attack is constituted by nine persons of four 
infielders, three outfielders, one catcher, and one designated hitter, and these blow 
results of nine persons are surely used regardless of the team minimum required 
minimum number of times at bat. When this sum total does not fulfill the team 
minimum required minimum number of times at bat, the results are added until it 
reaches the team minimum required minimum number of times at bat based on pinch 
hitter's appointment ranking. The player for defense consists of 14 pitchers, and he 
adds the results based on appointment ranking until he reaches the team minimum 
required minimum number of times at bat. 

[0077] Thereby, many and unspecified teams can be compared under the same 
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conditions of the team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the 
number of times of the team minimum convention pitching, and fair simulation waging 
war can be held. 

[0078] Moreover, the waging-war score classified by section makes the least 
significant one point because the score distribution from a high order to the least 
significant considers as every [ an one point difference ] for every ranking. For 
example, when there are 100 teams of participating teams, the 1st place becomes 
100 points, the 2nd place becomes 99 points, and the least significant becomes one 
point. The total of the waging-war score classified by section of this each section 
serves as a sum total waging-war score, and a team with this most expensive score 
is winning the victory. Moreover, daily player results are managed by the player 
results Management Department 54, calculate the total results by the appointed day 
based on a rule, total the waging-war score classified by section and sum total 
waging-war score of each registration team, and are pitched against each other, for 
example, determine the comprehensive ranking of each of that daily team etc. 
[0079] And a prize is awarded to the user corresponding to the team which won the 
victory as mentioned above typically. In addition, drawing 1 2 is the conceptual 
diagram showing the state where a waging-war result is calculated based on the 
results data inputted, and it is opened to the public on a Web page in the 1st 
operation gestalt. Moreover, drawing 1 3 is the conceptual diagram showing each 
processing in the above 1 st operation gestalten, and an informational relation. 
[0080] moreover, the thing for which the user who purchased predetermined goods 
gives the point as what attained the "technical problem" said to this invention or 
you may make it make it participate in a game regardless of the point 
[0081] [Effect of the 1-3. 1st operation gestalt] As explained above, with the 1st 
operation gestalt On condition that the reply to a questionnaire and advertising 
perusal according to the attribute of a user, by making a user participate in the game 
of a game etc. as the remuneration Construction of a database, sorting of the 
attribute of a sample, and the operation of a questionnaire and the advertising 
presentation by which custom-made ** was carried out for every attribute are 
performed to many customers, and it becomes possible to carry out effective 
marketing doubled with the attribute for every customer by the low cost. 
[0082] That is, the cost of presentation of questionnaire operation or an 
advertisement can be held down by satisfying the desire to game participation by 
making low the dependence to the direct remuneration it is the most important by 
the usual questionnaire gratuitous. 

[0083] More specifically, the combination of holding of the game for which the 
intervention by the user is needed several times at least, and offer of the prize to a 
winner serves as motivation to a questionnaire reply or advertising perusal by the 
middle. In this case, since it becomes the degree of motivation to the degree of 
degree of charm x prize charm = questionnaire reply of a game, the dependence of 
the game itself can be raised among motivation and the dependence to direct

remuneration can be reduced. 

[0084] Thus, although the desire to game participation is used as motivation to 
attribute registration, the reply to a questionnaire, advertising perusal, etc. with the 
1st operation gestalt, even if it mainly enjoys a game by strategy and decision 
making of the user himself and it awards a prize to a winner, it is farther [ than 
direct remuneration, such as an Internet free connection service, ] efficient. For this 
reason, the cost for giving a user motivation, such as remuneration, is reducible by 
leaps and bounds. 

[0085] About how team results are especially made high by enabling change of a 
players appointment position and priority every day with the 1st operation gestalt, 
each user can use free individual command and can enjoy a game. Moreover, fair 
waging war in a simulation is attained by comparing the superiority or inferiority of 
many and unspecified teams under the same conditions of the team minimum 
required minimum number of times at bat and the number of times of the team 
minimum convention pitching. 

[0086] In addition, although the sequence and the algorithm which calculate team 
results and a waging-war result are free from results, such as a player s attack and 
pitching, typically, it is sequence, such as a total and a total, a section exception and 
the date exception, and total, conversion of a score and ranking, etc. are performed. 
[0087] moreover, the thing for which the purchaser of goods can give the point even 
if it does not peruse the advertisement corresponding to the reply or the registered 
attribute to the questionnaire according to the attribute which could include the 
purchase of predetermined goods in the "technical problem" said to this invention, 
and was registered into it in that case — or the participation to a game is allowed 
regardless of the point 

[0088] That is, in the 1st operation gestalt, marketing, such as sales promotion, can 
be carried out at the outstanding efficiency about the user who purchased 
predetermined goods, such as campaign goods, by making it participate in the game 
of a game etc., even if it carries out neither reply to a questionnaire, nor advertising 
perusal. 

[0089] The [2. 2nd operation gestalt] Next, the 2nd operation gestalt is a thing 
corresponding to claims 6-15, and is explained based on drawing 14 and drawing 15 
showing a record storing database about the more concrete example of the baseball 
game suitable for especially this invention that was explained above, that is, although 
the record storing database in the 2nd operation gestalt is realized by the data 
structure of a request on a computer, for explanation, it is ********** at a tabular 
format, and a screen display of all or some of the data is carried out to a users 
terminal if needed, and the calculation, storing, and the display of other information, 
such as comprehensive ranking of the team for with [ every ] a day, are done if 
needed 

[0090] [Composition of the 2-1. 2nd operation gestalt] That is, the baseball game in 
the 2nd operation gestalt is realized using the record storing database which stores

data, such as a player's information and results, and this record storing database 1 
constitutes the registration player Records Department 10 and the results Records 
Department 20 classified by date, the ( drawing 14 ) total team results Records 
Department 30, and the record-against-an-opponent Records Department 40 
( drawing 15 ). And this record storing database 1 is divided into file 1A for record 
( drawing 14 ) which prepared and constituted the aforementioned registration player 
Records Department 10 and the aforementioned results Records Department 20 
classified by date, and file 1 B for a total ( drawing 1 5 ) constituted by forming the 
aforementioned total team results Records Department 30 and the aforementioned 
record-against-an-opponent Records Department 40, and is constituted. 
[0091] First more specifically in the aforementioned registration player Records 
Department 1 0 With the player for an attack of the number who exceeds the 
predetermined number of each defense frame of an infielder, an outfielder, and a 
catcher at least as a registration player who constitutes the baseball team for 
simulations, respectively The registration player storing section 1 1 constituted so 
that the player for defense who consists of two or more pitchers could be stored 
the whole registration player, respectively is constituted, and the registration player 
arbitrarily elected by the game player is recorded out of the baseball player who 
exists really in this registration player storing section 11. And in this registration 
player storing section 11, the registration player name storing field 12 as for which 
the account of the average was carried out to lengthwise by the display of an 
infielder, an outfielder, a catcher, and a pitcher at order, and the affiliation 
professional baseball team name storing field 13 of the player concerned were 
constituted, respectively. As described above, the player for defense who consists 
of an infielder, an outfielder, a player for an attack of the number that exceeds the 
predetermined number of each defense frame of a catcher, respectively, and two or 
more pitchers at least as a registration player who constitutes the baseball team for 
simulations is registered into this registration player storing section 11. For example, 
the aforementioned registration player name storing field 1 2 for registering a total of 
30 persons of 14 pitchers as eight infielders, six outfielders, two catchers, and 
players for defense is constituted as a player for an attack. 
[0092] It is constituted respectively corresponding to the aforementioned 
registration player storing section 1 1 constituted so that it could store in the 
aforementioned results Records Department 20 classified by date the whole 
registration player. Are elected as day by day [ predetermined / game ] by the game 
player from these registration players. The appointment player storing section 21 
classified by date constituted so that each appointment ranking of description of 
each defense position name as a regular given to eight players for an attack and one 
designated hitter, two or more pinch hitters, and a pitcher could be stored the whole 
registration player, respectively, It is constituted respectively corresponding to this 
appointment player storing section 21 classified by date, the aforementioned player 
for an attack, pinch hitter s blow results, and the pitching results of the pitcher as 
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the aforementioned player for defense The player results storing section 22 
classified by date constituted so that it could store as individual results according to 
registration player, respectively. The team results storing section 23 classified by 
date constituted so that the team results which totaled these player results 
according to the section could be stored is constituted. The actual predetermined 
results of a game day by day of the registration player who exists really appointed as 
the aforementioned player results storing section 22 classified by date by the game 
player While enabling it to record on the basis of the conditions of the team 
minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the number of times of the 
team minimum convention pitching that 1 game was set up beforehand, the team 
results classified by date are recorded on the aforementioned team results storing 
section 23 classified by date. 

[0093] The appointment player storing field 25 classified by date which enabled it to 
store in the aforementioned appointment player storing section 21 classified by date 
the date storing field 24 which stores a predetermined game day, and the position 
name elected from registration players day by day [ predetermined / game ] and 
appointment ranking was constituted, respectively. In this appointment player storing 
section 21 classified by date, with a game player, as the aforementioned player for 
an attack An infielder, four infielders out of an outfielder and the registration player 
registered according to each defense frame of a catcher (the first — ) Eight regulars 
who can give eight defense positions according to each defense frame of second, 
short-circuit, a third base, three outfielders (a light, a pin centerjarge, left), and one 
catcher are elected. One designated hitter who stored each defense position name 
of eight elected regulars, and was elected regardless of the defense frame from the 
aforementioned players for an attack other than the eight elected aforementioned 
regulars is stored. A total of nine persons of the eight aforementioned regulars and 
one designated hitter were made into the regular batter, the remaining players for an 
attack who were not chosen as the aforementioned regular batter were considered 
as the pinch hitter, and two or more registered pitchers make all the members a 
regular pitcher, and stored each appointment ranking of this pinch hitter and a 
pitcher, respectively. 

[0094] Moreover, the number of times at bat and the number of hits which are a 
batter's individual results at the aforementioned player results storing section 22 
classified by date, the number of walks, the number of hits by pitch, the number of 
sacrifice flies, points, the number of RBIs, stolen bases, and the number of home 
runs, While constituting the player results storing field 26 classified by date which is 
a pitchers individual results and which enabled it to store the number of times of 
pitching, the number of earned runs, the number of strikeout capture, the number of 
victories and the number of hold save, the number of successful pitching, and the 
number of complete blockade, respectively The team results storing field 27 
classified by date which enabled it to store in the aforementioned team results 
storing section 23 classified by date the team individual results which totaled the 
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individual results according to these players by 1 team according to the section was 
constituted, respectively. And a players results appointed as the basis of the 
conditions of the team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the 
number of times of the team minimum convention pitching that 1 game was 
beforehand set up based on the results data of the appointed actual game of a 
player in the aforementioned player results storing field 26 classified by date are 
recorded. And it adds until it adds in order of appointment ranking until the sum total 
number of times at bat becomes more than 30 times at bat or it about pinch hitters 
blow results, in making 30 times at bat and the number of times of the team 
minimum convention pitching into 9 times for the team [ of 1 game ] minimum 
required minimum number of times at bat in order to perform a simulation correctly 
and impartially, surely using a regular batters blow results and still not fulfilling the 
required minimum number of times at bat, and a pitcher's pitching results also 
become the order of appointment ranking more than 9 times or it. After the 
aforementioned date storing field 24 and the companion have had consistency, the 
aforementioned team results storing field 27 classified by date is arranged, while it is 
arranged, where the storing field of the results according to each is adjusted down 
the aforementioned player results storing field 26 classified by date. By adding data 
according to each, such as the number of times at bat recorded on the 
aforementioned player results storing field 26 classified by date, and the number of 
hits, in the aforementioned team results storing field 27 classified by date, the team 
results of the day are calculated easily and it can total. 

[0095] The team results parallel storing section 31 classified by date constituted by 
the aforementioned total team results Records Department 30 so that parallel 
storing of the team results classified by date according to section of a 
predetermined game day by day stored in the aforementioned team results storing 
section 23 classified by date could be carried out one by one in order of the date, 
The total team results storing section 32 constituted so that the total team results 
which totaled the team results classified by date according to section by which 
parallel storing was carried out one by one the whole section exception could be 
stored in this team results parallel storing section 31 classified by date is 
constituted. In the aforementioned team results parallel storing section 31 classified 
by date, the team results classified by date of the predetermined game day by day 
stored in the aforementioned team results storing section 23 classified by date The 
date parallel storing field 33 which could be made to carry out parallel storing in 
order of the date one by one up and down, and the team results parallel storing field 
34 classified by date are constituted, in the aforementioned total team results 
storing section 32 The total team results storing field 35 which was adjusted down 
the aforementioned team results parallel storing field 34 classified by date with the 
aforementioned team results parallel storing field 34 classified by date, and was 
formed was constituted, respectively. 

[0096] The team record-against-an-opponent storing section 41 classified by 
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section constituted so that the team record against an opponent calculated 
according to the section could be stored in the aforementioned record-against-an- 
opponent Records Department 40 based on the total team results recorded on the 
aforementioned total team results storing section 32, Each team record against an 
opponent according to section recorded on this team record-against-an-opponent 
storing section 41 classified by section The waging-war score storing section 42 
classified by section constituted so that each baseball team of two or more game 
players which participated in the game might compare and this comparison ranking 
could be stored by score, respectively, The sum total waging-war score storing 
section 43 constituted so that the sum total score of the waging-war score 
classified by section recorded on this waging-war score storing section 42 classified 
by section could be stored is constituted. 

[0097] The team record-against-an-opponent storing field 44 classified by section 
which enabled it to store 1 1 sections of team career average, the team total on- 
base percentage, team total points, the number of team total RBIs, team total stolen 
bases, the number of team total home runs, the team total earned run average, the 
number of team total strikeouts, the number of team total victories and the number 
of hold save, the number of team total successful pitching, and the number of team 
total complete blockade in the aforementioned team record-against-an-opponent 
storing section 41 classified by section, respectively was constituted. In addition, on 
the same front face of the aforementioned total team results storing section 32 and 
the aforementioned team record-against-an-opponent storing section 41 classified 
by section, the rate calculation formula 45 of the batting average and the on-base 
percentage which are used in order to calculate the aforementioned team career 
average, the team total on-base percentage, and the team total earned run average, 
and the earned run average iis displayed. 

[0098] The waging-war score storing field 46 classified by section which compares 
with the aforementioned waging-war score storing section 42 classified by section 
each team record against an opponent according to section recorded on the 
aforementioned team record-against-an-opponent storing section 41 classified by 
section by each baseball team of two or more game players which participated in the 
game, and enabled it to store this comparison ranking by score, respectively was 
constituted. Moreover, the sum total waging-war score storing field 47 which 
enabled it to store in the aforementioned sum total waging-war score storing 
section 43 the sum total score of the waging-war score classified by section 
recorded on the aforementioned waging-war score storing section 42 classified by 
section was constituted. 

[0099] [An operation and effect] of the 2-2. 2nd operation form The 2nd operation 
form constituted as mentioned above acts as follows. First, out of the baseball 
player who exists really, a game player chooses a total of 30 persons of 14 pitchers 
as eight infielders, six outfielders, two catchers, and players for defense as a player 
for an attack, and records these 30 persons on the registration player name storing 
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field 12 of the aforementioned registration player storing section 11, and the 
affiliation professional baseball team name storing field 1 3 as a registration player of 
the baseball team of a game player. Next, a game player determines the player who 
appoints it as day by day [ game ] out of the aforementioned registration player, and 
it records on the appointment player storing field 25 classified by date of the 
aforementioned appointment player storing section 21 classified by date. 
[0100] namely, as the aforementioned player for an attack out of eight infielders, six 
outfielders, and 16 registration players registered according to each defense frame 
of two catchers four infielders (the first, second, short-circuit, third base) and three 
outfielders (a light — ) Eight regulars who can give eight defense positions according 
to each defense frame of a pin center.large, the left, and one catcher are determined. 
Regardless of a defense frame, one designated hitter is determined out of the 
aforementioned players for an attack other than these eight elected regulars. A total 
of nine persons of the eight aforementioned regulars and one designated hitter are 
made into a regular batter, the seven remaining players for an attack who were not 
chosen as the aforementioned regular batter are considered as a pinch hitter, and 1 4 
registered pitchers make all the members a regular pitcher, and determine each 
appointment ranking of this pinch hitter and a pitcher. And each determined 
appointment ranking of a defense position, a designated hitter, a pinch hitter, and a 
pitcher is recorded on the aforementioned appointment player storing field 25 
classified by date. Thus, the registration player who constitutes a team and the 
appointment player of a game day by day It is determined by the game player and 
carries put based on the actual results data of a game day by day of the player of 
the actual existence appointed by this game player (blow results and pitching 
results). Under the conditions of the team minimum required minimum number of 
times at bat (for example, 30 times at bat) to which 1 game was set beforehand, and 
the number of times of the team minimum convention pitching (for example, 9 times) 
An appointment player's results are recorded on the player results storing field 26 
classified by date of the aforementioned player results storing section 22 classified 
by date, and the team results which totaled these player results according to the 
section further are recorded on the team results storing field 27 classified by date of 
the aforementioned team results storing section 23 classified by date. 
[0101] The team results classified by date of the game day by day recorded on this 
team results storing section 23 classified by date are recorded on the date parallel 
storing field 33 of the aforementioned team results parallel storing section 31 
classified by date in order of the date, and the total team results which totaled 
these team results classified by date the whole section exception are recorded on 
the total team results storing field of the aforementioned total team results storing 
section 32. 

[0102] And it is based on the total team results recorded on this total team results 
storing section 32. The team record against an opponent calculated according to 1 1 
sections, such as team career average, is recorded on the team record-against-an- 
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opponent storing field 44 classified by section of the aforementioned team record- 
against-an-opponent storing section 41 classified by section. Each baseball team of 
two or more game players which participated in the game compares each team 
record against an opponent according to section recorded on this team record- 
against-an-opponent storing section 41 classified by section. This comparison 
ranking is recorded on the waging-war score storing field 46 classified by section of 
the aforementioned waging-war score storing section 42 classified by section by 
score, respectively. The sum total score of the waging-war score classified by 
section recorded oh this waging-war score storing section 42 classified by section is 
recorded on the sum total waging-war score storing field 47 of the aforementioned 
sum total waging-war score storing section 43. 

[0103] And victory or defeat or results ranking is settled by comparing the score 
recorded on the aforementioned sum total waging-war score storing section 43 of 
each baseball team of two or more game players which participated in the game. For 
example, when the baseball team of the game player which participated in the game 
considers as 10 teams, according to each section, ten points are given to the 1st 
place, nine points and a score [ like one point ] the 10th place of whose is are given 
to the 2nd place, and the totaling point of each section considers the highest team 
as a championship. 

[0104] The [3. 3rd operation form] The 3rd operation form corresponds to claims 4 
and 18, and displays all over the screen of a game, the badge, i.e., the mark, about 
the company or prize which the user chose. That is, as shown in the functional block 
diagram of drawing 1 6 , although the information processor S3 in the 3rd operation 
form is constituted according to the information processor S in the 1 st operation 
form, it is equipped with a company and the prize selection section 1 34. 
[0105] This company and prize selection section 134 are the meanses for making a 
user choose a company or a prize through the communication terminal T connected 
by Internet i. Moreover, the game statement part 135 in the 3rd operation gestalt is 
equipped with the mark display 351 else [, such as each processing section which is 
not illustrated, data, etc. required for execution of a game, ]. 
[0106] Here, the game statement part 135 in the 3rd operation form is a game 
means for making a user with the predetermined point, and the user who chose the 
company or the prize participate in a game through a 1 communication terminal T, and 
even if the user has the predetermined point, he is possible [ the statement part ] 
also for choosing a company or a prize further. Moreover, the mark display 351 is a 
means to display the badge about the company or prize which the user chose all 
over the screen of the aforementioned game, and a badge is matched for every 
company which a user can choose, or prize, for example, it should just prepare it as 
mark data 352 beforehand in forms, such as a GIF image file. 

[0107] The 3rd operation form constituted as mentioned above acts as follows, first 
— as the game in the 3rd operation form — the [ the 1 st and ] — others, othello, a 
slot machine game, a monopoly, etc. which were shown in 2 operation forms can be 
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considered, and what many users itself, its picture elements which have and express 
a piece, picture elements which a user chooses are displayed as is desirable all over 
a game screen [ game / baseball ] 

[0108] And a user chooses a company or a prize by operation of a company and the 
prize selection section 134, and chooses the kind of game which participates. Under 
the present circumstances, it is not necessary to make selection of a company or a 
prize into a duty for the user who has the predetermined point as shown in the 1st 
operation form, or the user who purchased predetermined goods. On the other hand, 
neither questionnaire reply nor advertising perusal nor goods purchase is carried out, 
but if a company or a prize is chosen as a sponsor to game participation so to speak 
also about a user without the point, it can participate in a game as remuneration 
which cooperates in the advertisement of the selected company or selected goods. 
[0109] That is, when a user chooses a company and a prize, it is displayed by 
operation of the mark display 351 all over the screen of a game, the badge, i.e., the 
mark, about the selected company and the selected prize, for this reason, the user 
who the effect of advertising to others, such as a waging-war partner who looks at it, 
is obtained, and carries such a sponsor s mark on the back, and is pitched against 
each other — he will also sense a sense of togetherness and attachment concerning 
a mark, or a company and a prize for the inside of unconscious, and an improvement 
in image of a mark is also achieved 

[0110] The design which its company besides the mark of the name of the pattern 
and prize showing the appearance of the prize itself, the company name of the 
maker of BURANDOMAKU and a prize, a LOGO, etc. wants to advertize as an 
example of a concrete mark can be considered. And such a mark is displayed as a 
picture element which appears all over a game screen. 

[01 1 1] For example, since a mark is displayed with a team name on screens, such as 
each baseball team's ranking display, in the case of a baseball game, if a user 
appears in high ranking, it will be displayed on the high order of the ranking table of 
the mark concerning the users selection, and the effect of advertising of a company 
or goods will be obtained. 

[01 12] Moreover, since a mark is displayed as a piece of each user pitched against 
each other, for example in the case of othello, if a certain user becomes superior, a 
screen will be filled with the mark concerning the user's selection, and the effect of 
advertising to the spectator who is doing remote watching a game of a waging-war 
partner or the waging war will increase. 

[0113] Moreover, the mark concerning the user's selection is displayed on the 
position to which was corresponded to and the mark appeared in as a mark, and the 
user went on the course when [ which should gather on a drum, for example in the 
case of a slot machine game ] it was a monopoly game, the real estate which the 
user purchased. In addition, a mark can also be displayed as the background pattern 
of others and a game which are the above pieces etc., a surrounding trim, etc. 
[01 14] And remuneration is given to the user who got the point more than [ as a

result of competing for victory or defeat in such a game ] fixed, and the user who 
gained many points and turned into a victor. Although the remuneration in this case 
can be set up freely, can participate in a certain prize, the prize chosen itself is 
awarded, or the participation to other games is accepted on the gained point, for 
example. In addition, drawing 1 7 is the conceptual diagram showing the processing in 
the 3rd operation form. 

[01 1 5] As explained above, with the 3rd operation gestalt, the effect of advertising 
excellent in the low cost is obtained by so to speak displaying the mark of the 
company or prize which the user chose all over the screen of a game like a 
sponsors mark by operation of a company, the prize selection section 134, and the 
mark display 351. 

[0116] [Operation form] besides 4. In addition, this invention is not limited to each 
above-mentioned operation form, and includes other operation forms which are 
illustrated next. For example, you may have separately a means to perform 
processing which gives remuneration, to the user who attained the conditions 
beforehand decided in the game of the above baseball games etc. If it does in this 
way, laborsaving will be attained by, for example, performing automatically the 
processing which gives remuneration, for example, dispatch of a prize, grant of the 
point which can be used after next time, sending of the character string for 
settlement of accounts of cybermoney, etc. to a champion etc. 
[01 1 7] Moreover, the step which will display the screen for registering people's 
attribute on a communication terminal if this invention is caught from the point of 
the contents of a screen display by the side of a communication terminal, The 
screen for a reply to the questionnaire corresponding to the registered 
aforementioned attribute, Or the step which displays at least one side on the 
aforementioned terminal among screens including the advertisement corresponding 
to the registered aforementioned attribute, The step which displays the screen for a 
play of a game on the aforementioned terminal when the point matched at least with 
one side among the replies or advertisements to the aforementioned questionnaire 
fulfills the predetermined criteria, ****** — it can be called the information 
processing method characterized by things, and this method is also the mode of 
operation of this invention Therefore, even if the installation of a server is outside 
the country, it becomes the mode of domestic operation of this invention only in the 
combination of a screen display in a terminal. 

[01 18] Moreover, the "aforementioned terminal" said to this invention, a 
"communication terminal", and the "aforementioned communication terminal" mean 
the terminal connected to a communication network, and are not the meaning which 
must perform attribute registration, achievement of technical problems, such as a 
questionnaire reply, and participation to the game of a game etc. from the same 
terminal. Moreover, you may perform these attribute registration, achievement of 
technical problems, such as a questionnaire reply, and participation to the game of a 
game etc. in time separate to mutual. Moreover, the technical problem in this 
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invention and the contents of a game are free, and applying to fields other than 

marketing is also possible. 

[0119] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since the record medium which recorded the technology, 
i.e., the information processor, the method, and the software for information 
processing of information processing which perform effective marketing doubled with 
the attribute for every customer to a low cost can be offered according to this 
invention as explained above, promotion of electronic commerce is also achieved.
